Despite  the  risks  of  weighing  in  too 
eeriy,  f  thought  it  would  be  worA  point¬ 
ing  emt  a  few  things  the  evangelical 
church  could  team  from  the  loBaea  of  Ae 
Republican  Party  Aia  year.  Let  roe  be 
dw  at  the  outset  that  I  am  not  ecniating 
the  two.  A  pciitical  pa^  only  has  life 
as  loim  as  people  find  it  valuable.  The 
church  is  guanwteed  a  future  because  of 
Christ’s  promise  as  Master  Builder. 

Ml.  there  are  a  number  of  lesioiu 
that  evangriicals  can  leam  from  feiled 
Mrategies  in  the  poUticai  areoa.  Here  are 
a  few  Tjotted  down  while  watdiing  the 
deetion  rettims: 

■  We  cannot  afford  to  ignore  chang¬ 
ing  demetraphics.  Much  of  the  chat¬ 
ter  on  deetion  night  centend  on  the 
increaaiiig  racial  and  ethnic  diversHy  in 
a  ncunher  of  states  tmditionaUy  viewed 
as  safe  for  RepubUcans.  The  sto^  was 
similar  in  Colorado,  Florida,  and  Ohio. 

The  daya  when  the  male  white  voter 
dominated  elections  are  over,  which 
omlaina  why  Romney  was  ahle  to  main¬ 
tain  a  anhstantial  lead  amoim  white  men 
and  atill  lose  the  dectUm.  When  yonr  ,, 
target  is  a  shrinkii^  number  of  people 
and  your  atrat^  ia  to  keep  them  on 
board  by  alienating  the  riamg  urban  eA- 
nic  group*  (let’s  say,  by  failing  to  come 
up  «HA  a  sensible  immigration  plan), 
it  a  no  wortder  yon  loae  dectiooa. 

Survaying  the  crowd  at  Romney’s 
bendciuiurten,  1  saw  a  sen  of  vAite. 
Obama’s  gathering  was  a  microcoam 
of  the  divwae  oountii  in  which  we  Uve. 
How  doee  this  translate  to  the  church? . 
Simple.  If  yon  are  seeking  to  be  a  mis- 
afoniary  preaence  in  yonr  community, 
you  cani  ignore  demographics. 

For  example,  if  yonr  church  ie  an 
upper-cUaa,  prcdciminantly  white 
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congregation  in  a  dty  that  is  no  longer 
upper-dass  or  predominantly  white, 
then  you’ve  got  a  problem  arid  unfortu- 
uately,  this  prohlm  exists  aU  over 
the  country. 

When  Ae  community  changes  colors, 
churches  tend  to  go  into  auto-pilot  mode 
wiA  the  silent  ermectation  that  out¬ 
siders  should  conform  to  the  church’s 
culture.  In  the  end,  we  don’t  model  the 
coming  Kingdom  or  Ae  current  com¬ 
munity.  We  develop  a  fortress  mentality 
where  a  way  of  life  is  maintained  instead 
of  a  misaional  mentality  where  mission- 
aiy  atratet^  are  empfoyed  —  strategies 
that  activdy  seek  to  reflwt  Ae  drversity 
in  the  community  by  teaching  tbe  lost 
outi^  Aeir  dewrs. 

■  We  can’t  ignore  fects  that  make 
os  uncamfortaNe.  It  was  interesting  to 
watch  bow  many  conaeivativepuncfits 
and  poUticiana  were  eonvincM,  upto 
tbe  end,  that  Romney  would  win.  The 
talking  heads  on  television  were  divided 
down  partisan  lines,  wiA  Republicans 
ptedfeong  Romney  would  eiAer  squeak 
ny  or  win  Dig,  and  Democrata  aaeuring 
everyone  that  Obama  would  survive. 

Tbe  polls  were  analyied,  rainterpTeted, 
and  refeabioned  in  order  to  give  nope  to 
boA  eampaigna. 

Churches  sometimes  can  make  the 
same  mistake.

WASHINOTON  (BP)  -  A  sU- 
tus  quo  election  on  Nov.  6  has 
left  conservative  evang^cals 
and  other  social  conservatives 
with  little  optimisn:  thw  will 
see  pro-life  and  pro-ftmily  ad¬ 
vances  bv  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  in  tne  next  two  years. 

The  Democrats’  retention  of 
the  White  House  and  U.S.  Sen¬ 
ate.  as  well  as  the  Republicans’ 
continued  nuqority  in  the  U.S. 
House  of  Representatives,  ap¬ 
pears  to  do  more  than  set  the 
stMe  for  likelv,  continued 
gridlock  until  at  least  the  2014 
congressional  elections.  It  also 
seems  to  place  the  burden  on 
the  House  GOP  to  stop  even 
further  intrusions  on  the  sanc¬ 
tity  of  human  life  and  other  so¬ 
cially  conservative  positions. 

’THext  year  poM  signifi¬ 
cant  challenges  to  progress 
on  many  of  our  greatest  con- 
cenu,”  said  Barrett  Duke,  vice 
president  for  public  policy  of 
the  Southern  Mptist  Conven¬ 
tion’s  Ethics  ft  Relijnous  Lib¬ 
erty  Commission  (ERLC)  in 
NaMville.  ‘Efforts  to  protect 
the  unborn  and  to  defeitd  mar¬ 
riage  will  be  much  more  diffi¬ 
cult,  but  we  will  look  fbi  every 
opportunity  to  do  so.’ 

Carrie  Ciordon  Earll  of  Citi- 
zenUnk,  an  advocacy  affiliate 
of  Faeus  on  the  Family,  said 
the  cop’s  House  majority 
‘will  offer  somewhat  of  a  fire¬ 
wall  to  protect  life,  marriw, 
and  religious  freedom.‘  »e 
acknowledged  in  a  Citizen- 
Link  news  article,  however, 
the  Democrats’  control  of  the 
Senate  and  Obama’s  executive 


orders  *will  be  harder  to  limit, 
even  bv  a  strong  Honse.‘ 

In  tne  Nov.  6  elections.  Sen¬ 
ate  Democrats  increased  their 
slim  majority  slightly,  while 
House  (tepublicans  saw  their 
majority  diminish  —  althou^ 
it  is  uncertain  by  how  much  at 
thispoint. 

The  Senate’s  new  alignment 
will  be:  53  Democrats,  as  Re¬ 
publicans,  and  two  ino^n- 
denta,  CNN  repotted.  Otie  of 
the  independents  will  caucus 
with  Democrats  and  the  other 
independent,  new^  elected 
Angus  King  of  Maine,  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  do  so  as  well. 

Previously,  Senate  Demo¬ 
crats  had  a  s>-47  edge,  with 
two  independents. 

In  the  House,  Republicana 
led  Democrats  in  seats  233- 
194,  with  eight  races  anil  ss- 
(Mded,  according  to  CNN. 

Repeding  the  2010  health¬ 
care  reform  law,  dubbed 
Obaroacare  by  both  supporters 
and  (mponents,  appeui  to  be 
out  of  tne  question.  Speaker  of 
the  House  John  Boenner,  R.-

can  cause  abortions,  and  has  a 
religioos  exemption  that  cov¬ 
ers  churches  but  not  most  re¬ 
ligious  oraanizationa. 

Pro  ’life  men.bers  of  Con¬ 
gress  win  cop'anne  their  ef¬ 
forts  to  protect  amendments

The  ERLC  also  wiU  be  en¬ 
gaged  on  Iran’s  threat  to 
berome  nudear-anned,  in¬ 
trusions  on  religious  liberty 
overseas  and  in  this  country, 
and  reducing  federal  debt  and 
the  deficit,  among  other  eco¬ 
nomic  challenges,  be  said.

He  kind  of  shook  his  head  like  no,  you 
don't  get  it.  I  certainty  got  it  that  be 
was  hurting  because  Ms  team  bad  tost 
andhowpterttByabappuliiUd.bnt 
I  also  got  it  that  Im  In  its  totality  is 
not  easy.  At  best,  there  will  always  be 
some  losses,  and  learning  to  deal  with 


adults  come  up  with,  but ‘t  will  still  be 
the  road  to  losm^  and  loemg. 

Fim^,  there  is  a  category  that  re¬ 
ally  is  important,  thou^  sometimes 
we  do  not  think  about  it  this  way.  It 
is  when  we  are  losing  and  winning.  It 
is  not  an  unusual  thing  to  see  people 
who  are  seemin^y  lonig  that  are 
deeply  involved  in  the  game  of  life, 
playing  by  the  rules,  seeking  to  do  the 
rignt  thing  with  their  feUowman  and 
especially  with  God,  and  yet  all  of  the 
time  they  seem  to  be  on  tne  losing 
side.  The  breaks  do  not  come  tbeir 
way,  the  showers  of  blessing  seem  to 
never  come  over  them,  and  they  seem 
to  move  from  sorrow  to  sorrow.  Life 
is  tough  and  they  seem  to  be  losing. 

It  is  not  unlike  Jesus  when  He  was  on 
the  cross  and  it  appeared  as  though 
the  whole  world,  even  the  powerful 
Roman  government,  had  turned  to¬ 
tally  ajwnst  Him.  Behind  the  scene, 
the  reugioas  leaders  had  instigated 
what  had  taken  Th<  Roman 
stddiers  put  Him  on  a  cross  and  the 
crowds  came  by  and  jeered  at  Him.

C4it  when  you  do  the  right  thing  with 
the  ri^t  attitude  and  the  right  spirit 
tovrara  other  people  who  may  be 
involved  and  it  comes  out  rij^t,  you 
tn^are  a  winner. 

Tnen  there  are  times  that  people 
put  themselves  in  a  situation  of  losing 
and  losing.  You  see  this  ouite  often 
too  when  you  watch  people  who  cut 


comers  or  even  cross  the  line  and 
break  the  law.  Or  they  may  stay  in 
bounds  and  have  a  rotten  attitude,  but 
lo  and  behold  they  otill  lose  anyway 
and  that,  mv  friends,  is  losing  and 
losing.
